Another alleged fracas de¬ 
veloped in the injection well 
battle last week in Lansing, as 
a Sumpter woman who testi¬ 
fied at the bill hearings asked 
to file an assault complaint 
against an anti-well activist 

Cynthia Pellitieri of Sump¬ 
ter Township told the Romulus 
City Council on March 13 that 
she was punched in the arm or 
shoulder by a woman anti-well 
activist, as she exited the state 
House of Representatives pub¬ 
lic hearing chamber the day 
before. 

Pellitieri said she called a 
special State Police officer as¬ 
signed to the governmental fa- 
cility and pressed her 
complaint No word has been 
received yet as to whether the 
complaint was turned into a 
formal charge or not. 

The Romulus Roman news¬ 
paper is not printing the wo¬ 
man’s name since no formal 
charge has been pressed and 
the woman was not at the 
council meeting to defend her- 
self against the possible 
charge. 

Pellitieri, who currently is 
involved in a dispute in Sump¬ 
ter with the local police de¬ 
partment, claims she was 
called to Romulus by senior 
citizens, who heard she has 
been involved in stalking and 
domestic violence cases. 

“They told me they were liv¬ 
ing in a fear city cycle and 
asked me for advice,” Pel¬ 
litieri said. 

She reportedly spoke on be¬ 
half of the local injection well 
legal settlement in Romulus at 
both the hearings in the House 
and State Senate. The hear¬ 
ings were called in regard to 
anti-well bills currently being 
pressed by state Rep. Gregory 
Pitoniak (D-Taylor) and state 
Sen. Loren Bennett (R- 
Canton). 

Both bills were successfully 
voted out of their respective 
committees and should be on 
the floor of both houses later 
this month. 

Paul Bouzounis, a Taylor 
resident who often appears at 
Romulus Council meetings, 
told the local council that he 
too spoke in Lansing. He how¬ 
ever spoke on behalf of the 
Pitoniak and Bennett bills, but 
was irritated that a prime anti¬ 
well spokesman called him a 
“copout” on the well issue. 

Bouzounis said he has a 
Constitutional right to speak 
his mind and asked for an 
apology from the person, who 
was not at the council session.

Outstanding citizen 

Florence Klein presented award

Romulus’ energetic Helping 
Hand Thrift Store operator for 
the last 30 years Florence 
Klein was named one of the 
runners up in the Michigan 
Community Newspaper’s Per¬ 
son of the Year contest. 

Ironically two years ago, 
Klein was awarded the 
Greater Romulus Chamber of 
Commerce’s Person of the 
Year plaque. 

This week Klein was pre¬ 
sented with the MCN’s “Out¬ 
standing 1996 Citizen” 
certificate, honoring her “out¬ 
standing service to the commu¬ 
nity.” 

Klein’s endorsement also 
was strongly supported by two 
letters from Dorothy Nesler 
and Sally Lambert. 

When informed of her selec¬ 
tion, Klein expressed great 
surprise and thankfulness in 
recognition of the Helping 
Hand’s success in past decades 


of assisting needy persons in 
Romulus and neighboring 
communities. 

Klein also reminded resi¬ 
dents this week that the Help¬ 
ing Hand is in need of a 
modern cash register and a 
larger store facility. 

Nesler praised Klein’s hu¬ 
mility in that she “takes no 
public credit for her efforts in 
our community. She is a living 
example of one who puts her 
Christian principles into daily 
practice.” 

“Florence does a lot of work 
anonymously, often out of her 
own pocket,” Nesler added. 

Lambert’s letter included 
some history of the thrift store, 
stating Klein opened the facil¬ 
ity on Nov. 13, 1961 offering 
clothing, food and other val¬ 
ued items to needy familys 

Many area residents, who 
first worked as Helping Hand 
volunteers, move on with con¬ 
fidence to paying jobs and of¬ 
ten return to thank Forence 


for all her encouragement, 
Lambert said. 

The thrift store’s many cus¬ 
tomers usually arrive the first 
time with notes of introduction 
from their minister or priest, 
social worker or nurse. 

Some volunteers help out 
sorting clothing and other do¬ 
nated materials, while others 
make layettes for needy and in 
some cases unwed mothers. 

“Florence treats them all 
the same, no matter what their 
religious backgroud is,” Lam¬ 
bert wrote. Klein and her hus¬ 
band helped me several years 
ago when I needed to be 
treated for cancer at the Uni¬ 
versity of Michigan Hospital in 
Ann Arbor, Lambert added. 

Many, who arrive at the 
thrift store for the first time, 
are amazed at Florence’s 
stamina as she answers the 
phone, stacks clothing, waits 
on customers and busily offers 
some sage advice to persons 
struggling with both short¬ 
term and long-term problems. 


Official newspaper criticized

The Romulus City Council 
strongly criticized its official 
newspaper representative for 
several legal advertising prob¬ 
lems in recent months, includ¬ 
ing one that forced the city to 
reschedule a Planning Com¬ 
mission meeting for tonight. 

Bill Dillingham, retail ad¬ 
vertising manager for the 
News-Herald of Southgate, 
apologized for the printed ad¬ 
vertising problems including 
an earlier one that he said re¬ 
sulted in the city ads being 
printed in every edition except 
the Romulus edition. 

The early legal ad mixup 
caused problems in not having 
the city’s annual pet innocula- 
tion day printed, city officials 
said, and the latest mixup 
forced the city to recontact lo¬ 
cal persons planning to appear 
at the city Planning Commis¬ 
sion hearing a second time. 

City Clerk Linda Choate 
urged Dillingham to make sure 
that their advertising pick-up 
agent notified herself or one of 
her top staff members when he

stopped by and picked up the 
ads. 

Councilmen also ques¬ 
tioned Dillingham on a letter 
sent to Choate stating “please 
be advised it has been our pol¬ 
icy to charge a 25 percent late 
charge on any advertisement 
received after the newspaper’s 
deadline.” 

Dillingham said the News- 
Herald was not imposing that 
fee at this time, but wanted to 
make Romulus aware that it 
had the right to do so. 

Councilman Bill Crova said 
he has been very “dissatisfied 
with the recent city advertise¬ 
ment situations.” 

Choate told Dillingham 
when the Michigan Community 
Newspapers were the official 


‘Unretirecr city 
inspector hits 
city for callback

Herman Johnson, a 22-year 
employee with the Romulus 
Department of Public Works, 
thought he successfully retired 
from his city inspector’s job 
last November. 

But recently he was called 
back to work by the adminis¬ 
tration of Mayor William 
Oakley apparently under the 
threat by Oakley that if John¬ 
son didn’t come back to work 
for the city, he would lose his 
benefit package. 

Johnson’s name will appar¬ 
ently be the only one of the 
eight or more city employees 
names that will become public 
in the current battle over so- 
called extra-ordinary benefits 
passed on to employees 
(mostly department heads 
serving in the administration 
of former Mayor Beverly 
McAnally). 

Johnson publicly came for¬ 
ward at the March 13 City 
Council study session and 
asked why he was being “sin¬ 
gled out” from the group as the 
only ex-employee who was 
called back to work. 

Because of privacy issues, 
etc., other employees were not 
publicly named in the benefits 
battle. The second matter is 
that since the other employees 
served at the descretion of the 
mayor as department heads 
and openly owe their political 
allegiance to the mayor, most 
incoming mayors normally re¬ 
place them as Oakley has done 
already. 

The series of study sessions 
began first with an executive 
session about a month ago, so 
that former employees’ names 
could be switched to numbers 


in private so that if any such 
persons needed to be dis¬ 
cussed at the open meetings 
their privacy would not be 
violated. 

From the opening bell at 
the study session, it appears 
the effort to decide which of 
three employee handbooks 
would be voted to be in use 
now probably will be decided 
by a 4-3 vote. 

Since Councilman Jimmie 
Raspberry was absent from 
the study session and council 
meeting that night, no vote was 
called as it probably would 
have ended in a 3-3 tie. 

Raspberry had earlier said 
he favored placing the 1990 
handbook in effect, since it 
was the only one of the three 
that apparently was approved 
by the City Council. 

Two other handbooks, cre¬ 
ated in 1993 and 1995, were of¬ 
ficially printed and apparently 
used in some cases, but never 
were approved by the City 
Council. 

No matter what action is 
taken by the council, it ap¬ 
pears that some types of litiga¬ 
tion will follow from either ex- 
employees or current em¬ 
ployees. or possibly even both. 

Mayor pro tern Randolph 
Gear said as much at the study 
session, but felt the costliest 
and longest legal hassles 
would come if the council de¬ 
cided to retract past uses of 
the 1993 and 1995 employee 
packs. 

Councilman William Wad¬ 
sworth complained other city 
employees have terminated 
their employment (either by 
quitting or being fired) in the 
past 12 years and their cases

city newspaper, the city could 
send legal ads on Mondays that 
same week as Thursday pub¬ 
lication, sometimes even Tues¬ 
day (deadline day). 

“Maybe they perform mira¬ 
cles there,” Choate said. 

Dillingham’s letter to 
Choate said the News-Herald’s 
advertising deadline is the 
Thursday before the Wednes¬ 
day edition and on Wednesday 
for the following Sunday 
edition. 

Mayor pro tern Randy Gear 
warned Dillingham, “we can’t 
continue to accept this type of 
action.” 

Councilwoman Mary Collins 
added “I told you so—we voted 
for the News- Herald and we 
now have problems!” Collins 
was the lone council member 
to oppose granting the year¬ 
long contract to the News- 
Herald. 

Collins was chastised by 
Gear and Councilman William 
Wadsworth for “gloating” over 
the city’s misfortune. 

Gear told Dillingham “if we 
have to call you back again, I 
want you to bring your deliv¬ 
ery person with you!”

A bit of Belleville history 
was shared by Park Gregory 
when he loaned the photo¬ 
graph (right) to the Enterprise 
in connection with the news¬ 
paper’s 110th anniversary. 

Belleville High School, 
which burned in 1903 after be¬ 
ing struck by lightening, was 
rebuilt the same year. 

The former building was 
built in 1867 and served the 
community until 1927 when the 
present structure was built on 
Columbia Avenue. 

However, even after it was 
sold to the IOOF, the schools 


rented the building for use by 
lower grades with Louella 
Leonard as principal. 

School use was discon¬ 
tinued in the late 1940s and in 
the 1950s, the buiding was 
razed to make room for the 
A&P Store, now the Oakwood 
Health Center. 

Fred C. Fischer, who later 
became the Wayne County su¬ 
perintendent of schools, was 
the principal of the school dur¬ 
ing the 1910s.

Spurred on by crackdowns

“That chance will increase 
in the near future, as obvious 
success in such efforts in De¬ 
troit and other cities will spur 
us on,” Kirby said. 

The police department 


members first need to talk to 
the owners and operators so 
that they know what to expect 
in the line of enforcement, 
Kirby explained. 

Kirby, who only assumed 
the top Romulus police de¬ 
partment weeks ago, said he 
has been impressed to date 
with both Romulus and its po¬ 
lice department. 

After spending 26 years at 
the Ypsilanti Police Depart¬ 
ment where he rose to the nu¬ 
mber two spot, Kirby said, he 
feels like a rookie as the police 
chief. 

“I’ve got to learn a few 
things here,” Kirby explained, 
“since I don’t want to interfere, 
but I do want to help.” 

Kirby said the department 
is expecting to fill two police 
slot vacancies soon, including 
one as early as next Monday 
via money from grants. 


The chief said he appreci¬ 
ated being recently asked to 
pass out the GREAT gradua¬ 
tion certificates at the Ro¬ 
mulus Middle School. The 
GREAT program (conducted 
by Officer John Leacher) en¬ 
courages students not to get in¬ 
volved with gangs and helps 
build the students’ self esteem. 

Kirby said he plans no 
changes in the colors, stripes, 
script etc on the side of the Ro¬ 
mulus Police Cars, but does 
plan to give the uniform offi¬ 
cers a softer look in the near 
future. 

School Superintendent 
William Bedell praised the po¬ 
lice activities in local schools 
both with the DARE and 
GREAT programs. “In my 
many years in Romulus, I am 
proud to say I have never 
heard an officer say ‘that’s not 
my job, when asked to do 
something,’ Bedell said.”

were not asked to be handled 
by the council members. 

But City Attorney Stephen 
Hitchcock explained “council 
members would not be asked 
to vote on individual employee 
cases, but would be asked to 
set policy on the issues. 

“If we change this pact ar¬ 
rangement mid-steam and 
open up a new can of worms, it 
could cost us 10 to 20 times 
what we are paying now,” Wad¬ 
sworth said. 

Earlier it had been esti¬ 
mated that the extra benefits 
the terminated employees re¬ 
ceived in November 1995 
would cost the city about 
$57,000 annually. 

Councilwoman Mary Collins 
(a long term opponent of 
McAnally) complained that it 
is “unfortunate that a lot of 
people got caught up in a poor 


administrative policy. Shame 
on anyone who passed ^out 
these benefits. 

“And for any lawyer, who 
approved such a deal, they 
shouldn’t even hang out their 
shingle,” Collins added. 

The first-term council mem¬ 
ber said it has disappointed 
her that the new council has 
had to spend so much time in 
the last few months going back 
and correcting past mistakes. 

Gear said he was sorry the 
area press wasn’t notified of 
the past study session on the 
benefits issue. He added the 
council needs to study the big 
picture on the benefits issue 
and tighten it up for the future 
or residents could be looking 
at the ruinination of the city. 

Councilwoman Deborah Ro¬ 
mak asked Oakley if the bene¬ 
fits issue would be studied on 
a case by case basis. 

Oakley responded by saying 
“there is no other way to re¬ 
solve this, but on a casg by 
case basis.”

In January, corporate poli¬ 
cy changes forced the store man¬ 
ager to withdraw the discount 
plan, thus making it impossible 
to purchase enough items to 
handle all the clients’ needs. 

We, at the Clothing Bank, did 
not look forward to cutting back 
or discontinuing the practice of 
providing new underwear. Our 
program is geared to enhancing 
self-esteem as much as to hand¬ 
ing out coats and the undergar¬ 
ments are as important to that 
process as the outerwear. Fortu¬ 
nately, another local business 
stepped forward to fill the gap. 
Through the outreach of Dr. Greg 
Baracy’s office, the Westland 
Center Kohl’s Department Store 
heard of our dilemma and of¬ 
fered to help. We would like to 
thank Kohl’s and Dr. Baracy for 
making it possible to continue 


the level of service our clients 
need. We would also like to 
thank Kohl’s for the time and as¬ 
sistance provided to us on our 
first buying trip. Everyone was 
super helpful and what is nor¬ 
mally a stressful three hour or¬ 
deal, turned out to be a rather 
enjoyable hour and a half. We 
appreciate that as much as the 
underwear! We look forward to a 
long and warm relationship with 
Kohl’s.

With the proper treat¬ 
ments and support, many 
individuals can continue to 
lead productive lives, giving 
much to their families, their 
friends and their communities. 

There are many agencies 
such as the National Multiple 
Sclerosis Society that are orga¬ 
nized to end the devastating ef¬ 
fects of chronic illness. Today, 
new treatments are being stud¬ 
ied that demonstrate great 
promise in healing the pro¬ 


gression of multiple sclerosis. 
In addition, the MS Society is 
optimistic that his disease can 
be halted, and even reversed 
in some cases, by the year 2005. 
But not without your help. 

By supporting events like 
the MS Walk scheduled for on 
April 14 in Dearborn, the com¬ 
munity will be helping to raise 
the funds necessary to sustain 
and increase vital research be¬ 
ing conducted throughout the 
world.

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Golf course plans erased 


Plans to build an 18-hole 
golf course in the Lower 
Huron Metropark in Belleville 
were dropped by the Huron- 
Clinton Metropolitan Author¬ 
ity last Thursday. 

The group decided, at their 
monthly meeting at Ken¬ 
sington Metropark in Milford, 
that the golf course could 
threaten Lower Huron’s envi¬ 
ronment, and that there was 
not enough land for a 
regulation-sized golf course. 

The golf course was one of 
three park projects that have 
drawn opposition from envi¬ 
ronmental organizations, resi¬ 
dents living near the proposed 
projects and some local offi¬ 
cials. 

The largest, and most con¬ 
troversial project, a $10- 
million water park called the 
Family Aquatic-Center is pro¬ 
posed for Indian Springs Met¬ 
ropark in Oakland County’s 
Springfield Township. The

other is a boat launch at Metro 
Beach on Lake St. Clair. 

Several members of the 
newly created Huron-Clinton 
Metropolitan Authority Eco¬ 
system Coalition urged the au¬ 
thority to commission a 
“system-wide survey of natural 
features,” according to a letter. 

“We are also concerned that 
HCMA has no formally desig¬ 
nated natural areas, nor any 
official policies and pro¬ 


cedures for protecting and 
managing valuable natural 
features.” 

The coalition called for sus¬ 
pension of the water park pro¬ 
ject, the golf course and the 
boat launch, which would af¬ 
fect “one of the few remaining 
marshes on Lake St. Clair.” 

Commission member John 
Hertel objected to an effort, he 
said, “to paint this board as un¬ 
concerned about the environ¬ 
ment.” 

Nancy Strole, Springfield 
Township clerk, told authority 
members that the proposed 
water park violated the towns¬ 
hip’s master plan and zoning 
ordinances. “What we’re ask¬ 
ing you to do is to stop,” she 
said, “and at least enter into a 
dialogue with us.” 

The authority expects de¬ 
sign studies for the water park, 
already begun to cost about 
$700,000. Opposing sides have 
vowed to work together.

have do not stay within our 
borders. The problems will 
come to you,” she told business 
people who do not reside in 
the city. 

Questionnaires from the 
participants listed the 
strengths of Inkster as active 
community and school groups, 
cooperative city government, 
good school spirit, concerned 
citizens and black leaders in a 
predominately black commu¬ 
nity. 

On the other hand, partici¬ 
pants said the weaknesses of 
the city were crime, lack of tax 
base, low incomes, abandoned 
properties, understaffed po¬ 
lice, lack of vision and net¬ 
working and “ministers galore 
but not involved.” 

Patton noted that most ser¬ 
vices are provided on a 9-to-5 
setting, most of the hours when 
children are in school, which 
leaves a very small window of 
opportunity for them to avail 
themselves of health and hu¬ 
man services. 

The CIS plan hopes to bring 
health and human services 
agencies and organizations 
into the schools as well as vol¬ 
unteers, recreation specialists, 
tutors and mentors, employ¬ 
ment specialists and family 
counselors. 

From the community, 
groups such as the New Era 
Men’s organization, Partners 
Against Crime, churches, fra¬ 
ternities and sororities could 
join the CIS effort. 

Joan Dyer-Zinner of the Ink¬ 
ster Ledger-Star offered the 
newspapers’ support of the 
CIS, and Publisher Mike 
Wilcox pledged to support the 
community-school project.

For significant improve¬ 
ments to be made in the Inks¬ 
ter Public Schools, there has to 
be dedicated support from the 
entire community - public and 
private services, businesses, 
volunteers and the city. 

That was the consensus of 
the Inkster Cities in Schools 
(CIS) meeting last Thursday, 
after which many of its partici¬ 
pants pledged to work for 
school improvements. 

In more than 130 commu¬ 
nities in the U.S., CIS is bring¬ 
ing together the resources and 
talents of the public, private 
and volunteer sectors. Since 
1977, CIS has been the leader 
in helping local communities 
form public/private partner¬ 
ships which put human ser¬ 
vices into the schools on 
behalf of youth and their fami¬ 
lies. A typical CIS program 
costing $150,000 to $200,000 pe 
year can leverage as much a $1 
million worth of repositioned 
human service personnel and 
various forms of in-kind assis¬ 
tance. It was speculated that 
the only major expense for an 
Inkster CIS would be a coor¬ 
dinator at some $50,000 annu¬ 
ally. 

Inkster Mayor Edward Bi¬ 
vens Jr. called for the talk at 
the meeting to be put into ac¬ 
tion in the community. 

“They say, if you build it, 
they will come. We’ll test that,” 
said Bivens to the 20-plus par¬ 
ticipants. 

He called the quality of edu¬ 
cation, the key in growth and 
development in the city. 

Inkster School Superinten¬ 
dent Dr. Terrel LeCesne said 
the school system is facing dif¬ 
ficult economic times with a 
proposed 1.8 to 2.2 percent in¬ 
crease in state funding at a 
time when the rate of inflation 
is 3 percent.

LeCesne said the oppor¬ 
tunity for students to go to a 
school of their choice could 
hurt the Inkster system. 
Nearby districts with broader 
curriculums may lure students 
away from Inkster. 

“We have a challenge and 
opportunity to work harder to 
make the district a ‘receiving’ 
one rather than a ‘sending’ 
one,” LeCesne said. 

He noted that the district 
was working on a consortium 
with Wayne- Westland and 
other districts. The superin¬ 
tendent also said “buy-outs” 
from teachers with long ser¬ 
vice at the high end of the pay 
scale can be an advantage as 
new teachers at the starting 
pay level can be hired. 

Robert Penn, entrepreneur 
and developer, told the audi¬ 
ence that he wanted to be “one 
of the people who helps Inks¬ 
ter.” 

“In order for Inkster to have 
its rondevous with destiny in 
the year 200, it is necessary to 
have a first class education 
system,” Penn said. “Quality 
education is the first item peo¬ 
ple look for when they plan to 
locate.” 

He noted that if there is not 
quality education in Inkster, 
than the city will not be able to 
attract young families with 
children and, in turn, there 
will not be a market for new 
housing. 

Facilitator Barbara Patton 
called for a pro-active ap¬ 
proach to the problems and 
the combined services of the 
public and private sector, busi¬ 
nesses, volunteers, the city and 
the schools. 

“The kinds of problems we

Earnhardt and Jeff Gordon ad¬ 
ded two major victories: Ear¬ 
nhardt won the second annual 
Brickyard 400 at Indianapolis 
Motor Speedway, while Gor¬ 
don was first in the Mountain 
Dew Southern 500 at 
Darlington.

Protect yourself from Internet fraud 


With a tremendous increase 
of traffic on the Information 
Super Highway consumers 
need to be aware of how to 
protect themselves from “acci¬ 
dents”. 

As technology grows to meet 
our demands for fast and con¬ 
venient service, more and 
more Americans are buying 
their tickets on the cyber¬ 
space express. In fact, one 
third of all American homes 
have a personal computer and 
40 percent of those have fax/ 
modem capabilities which 
give immediate access on-line. 
Yet leading on-line companies 
request that you release your 
credit card or checking ac¬ 
count numbers in exchange for 
your ticket into cyber-space. 

But just who has access to 
that number? Ideally, only 
those individuals with your se¬ 
lected on-line company. How¬ 
ever, many people don’t 
realize that cyber-crooks are 
also out there peering at their 
information as well. Whether 
its a credit card number or 
your secret- recipe for peanut- 
butter brownies, information 
you put on the net is out there 
for the taking. 

“The Internet was designed 
to share information not to 
hide it,” says Ron Hale, direc¬ 
tor of Electronic Fund Trans¬ 
fer Services at the Michigan 
Credit Union League. “The In¬ 
ternet has been quick to adapt 
to the demands of the mar¬ 
ketplace and suddenly secu¬ 
rity is an issue.” 

In fact, right here in Michi¬ 
gan at least two credit unions 
have been the target of an in¬ 
ternational credit card fraud 
with the assistance of the In¬ 
ternet. It is believed that by 
using software available on¬ 
line cyber-thieves were able to 
generate numerous valid 
credit card numbers from only 
one actual account number. 
One account number which 
could have easily been identi¬ 
fied from a transaction on the 
Internet. From there the newly 
identified credit card numbers 
were sold internationally and 
used abroad resulting in more 
than $500,000 in losses. 

Financial organizations and 
credit card issuers are also 
aware of the dangers lurking 
in cyber-space and they have 
been aggressive in implement¬ 
ing safety procedures. One sys¬ 
tem being actively used by 
Visa and Master Card scra¬ 
mbles data entered onto the 
computer and hopefully only 
the merchants requesting the 
information have software to 
un-scramble the data. Another 
system being tested would by¬ 
pass the merchant all together. 
While the merchant would re¬ 
quest the information, the cus¬ 


tomers account numbers 
would go directly to their fi¬ 
nancial institution and the 
merchant would receive an ap¬ 
proval or denial. 

The most promising step in 
Internet security is the recent 
news that Master Card and 
Visa joined forces with 
Netscape and Microsoft to 
reach the common goal of de¬ 
veloping a single standard for 
merchants and consumers to 
use on the Internet. 

What should you do to pro¬ 
tect yourself? (1) Call the com¬ 
panies which you would like to 


do business with one-line and 
confirm that they have fraud- 
prevention measures imple¬ 
mented. (2) Watch your ac¬ 
count statements closely and 
report and suspicious activity 
to the issuing company. (3) Use 
common sense when giving out 
your account information or 
social security number. 

If you are unfamiliar with a 
company with which you are 
considering doing business, 
you might check with the Bet¬ 
ter Business Bureau at (810) 
644-9100 to see if that company 
has a record of complaints.

Cash Now, Inc. has been provid¬ 
ing a unique service to the public 
since 1988 that most banks and rep¬ 
utable credit unions won’t furnish 
for even their most loyal clients. 

The business cashes almost any 
kind of check without the need for 
identification. With their newest of¬ 
fice located in the Inkster Town 
Square plaza, Cash Now, Inc. spe¬ 
cializes in cashing some of the more 
difficult checks that include per¬ 
sonal checks, insurance drafts and 
government payroll checks for 
those individuals with limited 
identification. 

According to manager Allen 
Frank, the reasons for a person not 
possessing an identification are nu¬ 
merous including a lost/stolen wal¬ 
let, expired/invalid driver’s license 
and the loss of your picture identi¬ 
fication because of a legal problem. 

“We don’t cash every check that 
walks in the dtojarbut we have devel¬ 
oped a proven system that has been 
in place since 1984 that enables us 
to put an end to forgeries,” said 
Frank. “If you’re identification was 
stolen out of your purse or wallet 
you might have to wait weeks before 
you could cash a check at your local 


bank. We can assist you in a matter 
of minutes.” 

One of the most popular services 
Cash Now, Inc. provides to its clien¬ 
tele is the “Pay-Day Advance Pro¬ 
gram.”

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Lansing

After graduating in 1981 from John 
Glenn High School in Westland, Jeff 
Lansing moved to Iowa, where he grad¬ 
uated from Palmer College of Chiro¬ 
practic.
